Brakeman 
Gross is held at fault because lie told 
the engineer, after having pas>cd the 
switch that “it is all right.**

did not know anything about explo­ 
sions in Detroit or anything about the 
use of explosives. 
Mr. Miller asked 
the witness a3 to the grand jury in­ 
vestigation and the witness denied 
that such questions had been put to 
him. At this point the judge took the 
witness in hand. 
Thomas Taggart, on the stand for 
the defense, testified that Fred Sher­ 
man. one of the defendants, was at 
French Lick in March, 1911, and spoke 
to him about non-union men employed 
on the addition to the French Lick 
hotel, and asked him to see that the 
work was unionized. 
Taggart disap- 
printfd the defense by saying that the 
negotiations had not been completed 
when the addition was blown up.

Keene, who are known to have man­ 
ipulated the market. 
2. That the New York Stock Ex­ 
change prohibit short sales of stock. 
3. That the exchange compel the ac­ 
tual delivery of stock at the New York 
exchange clearing house. 
Members of the committee seemed 
to be under the impression that it 
would be as feasible for the stock ex­ 
change to prevent its members from 
doing business for manipulators like 
Keene as it is to apply the regulation 
against any member executing orders 
for a member of the Consolidated ex­ 
change. 
Also the committee’s coun­ 
sel apparently believes that the en­ 
forced presentation of stock certifi­ 
cates at the clearing house would ma­ 
terially reduce speculation. 
All of 
these suggestions w*ere met by officers 
of the exchange with the argument 
that they would he impracticable.

York was only re- 
cently promoted from fireman to en- 
gineer. Gross suffered a broken leg 
in the wreck and is still confined in 
an Indianapolis hospital. 


York, ttie report charges, violated 


role No. 104, which holds engine dri- 
ver responsible for a switch being 
•'lined up" after a train has been 
backed through a switch. Brakeman 
Gross is held at fault because he told 
the engineer, after having passed the 
switch that "it is all right." 


The C(5mn2ssioh"3bes" hot fix" the 


tlegree of personal responsibility be- 
cause this question is being investi- 
gated by the Marion County Grand 
•Tury and by the coroner. Criminal 
action, if any, will be instituted by 
the grand jury, and for this reason 
the commission deals in its 
report 


largely with 
recommendations 
for 


improvements and the enforcement oi 
rules to avoid a repetition of the dis- 
aster. 


It is said.that commission recom- 


mends the C. H. & D. Railroad Com- 
pany that it 'use power 'headlights on 
its engines, that automatic block sig- 
nals be installed alone its line from 
Indianapolis to the Ohio state ilne 
!iy July 1, that rule Xo. 27. requiting 
trains to come to a stop when fixed 
signals or switch lights are out be 
inforeed. 


The commission holds that if the 


••ngine of the passenger train had 
been equipped with a "power head- 
light" instead of an oil light it would 
have been possible .for 
the 
engine 


Driver to have seen the open switch 
in time to have reduced speed and 
avoided a collision of such serious- 
ness. 


The commission suggests that the 


company consider the vise of steel 
•'caches for its passenger trains, but 
no direct recommendation on that 
subject is made. 


The C., H. & D. Railroad soon will 


complete the installation of block 
hignals from Glenwood to the Ohio 
state line, and it was recently order- 
od to install the blocks between Indi- 
.-'.napolis and Glenwood, covering the 
territory where the Irvington wreck 
occurred. 


The railroad commission 
usually 


communicates its recommendations 
only to the company concerned, but 
the report of the investigation of the 
Irvington wreck is made public be- 
cause public interest demands it.

Lumber Dealers Will Advance Plan 


For ..Community Development. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 14.—The Indiana 


Retail Lumber Dealers' association 
will, when it meets in annual conven- 
tion here Jan. 8 and 9, launch a state- 
wide movement for community devel- 
opment, and all of the editors of In- 
diana newspapers will be invited to 
attend one session of the lumbermen's 
meeting, that they may hear of what 
is contemplated by the movement and 
join in advancing it. It is the purpose 
of the movement to bring the business 
mea of the smaller towns and their 
newspapers into much closer relations 
than exist at present, a'nd the two 
forces together -work for the upbuild- 
ing of the communities. It is proposed 
to impress upon men in all lines of 
business the importance o£ advertising 
in their home newspapers and thereby 
keeping at home much trade that is 
now drilling to the larger cities and 
to mail order houses of other states. 


The lumbermen propose to join with 


other business men and the newspa- 
pers in encouraging people to own 
their own homes, basing this reason- 
ing on the belief that where a family 
jives in a home of its own it is a con- 
stant patron of every line of business 
in a town and is also a factor in edu- 
cational, religious and social affairs. 
The prime purpose of the wh<fle move- 
ment is to quicken the action of the 
small communities In setaining popu- 
lation and obtaining more, of trading 
at home, and to keep local money in 
home circulation, instead of spending 
It in some other town or city which 
will never send the money back to the 
spenders.

Pujo Probers Continue Chase 


of the Money Trust, 


HOW MILLIONS ARE CORRALLED 


Board Member* Are Brought to Make 


Admissions Concerning the Methods 
of Big Dealers on 'Change That Led 
Congress Committee to Throw Out 
Several Radical Suggestions Bearing 
Upon Reforms in That Direction. 


Washington, Dec. 14.—In the course 


of the hearing counsel for the Pujo in- 
vestigating committee threw out these 
radical suggestions of reform for the 
New York Stock Exchange: 


1. That members of the big board 


be prohibited from executing orders 
for important operators like James R. 
Keene, who are known to have man- 
ipulated the market. 


2..That the New York Stock Ex- 


change prohibit short sales of stock. 


3. That the exchange compel the ac- 


tual delivery of stock at the New York 
exchange clearing house. 


Members of the committee seemed 


to be under the Impression that it 
would be as feasible for the stock ex- 
change to prevent its members from 
doing business for manipulators like 
Keene as It is to apply the regulation 
against any member executing orders 
for a member of the Consolidated ex- 
change. 
Also the committee's coun- 


sel apparently believes that the en- 
forced presentation of stock certifi- 
cates at the clearing house would ma- 
terially reduce speculation. 
All of 


these suggestions were met by officers 
of the exchange with the argument 
that they would be impracticable!.

Mr. Sturgis could 
Imagine circumstances under which it 
was perfectly justifiable to go short of 
the market, but he had never in his 
life sold a share in this way for him- 
self, and he did not approve of the 
practice when the market was in nor- 
mal condition. He said that it was 
largely a "gamble," but admitted that 
the New York stock exchange has 
never seriously considered the propo- 
sition of forbidding it. 


Mr. Keppler thought that manipula- 


tion was legitimate when the rules of 
the exchange were observed and when 
it tlid not pass the bounds of reason- 
ableness. The test of reason that he 
would apply seemed to depend on the 
wealth of the manipulator and the 
length of his pocketbobk. 


The committee tried to obtain from 


Harry Content, who has the reputa- 
tion of executing the biggest orders 
on the street, and of representing 
some of the most important traders, 
how the feat of artificially raising and 
depressing price levels was accom- 
plished. 
Mr. Content smiled and 


shook his head. He knew very little 
about such things. 


"Do you know what is meant by 


manipulation of stocks?" asked Mr. 
TJntermyer of Mr. Content. 


Mr. Content said that it was done 


differently in different cases, though 
he doubted that there was very much 
manipulation in non-dividend paying 
stock. 
Certainly there is not at the 


present time, he said. 


"Do you not know that a prolific 


source of speculation is on non-divi- 
dend paying stocks on rumors of com- 
ing dividends?" 


"Yes." 
"Is it on rumors of dividends that 


do come?" 


"Probably." 
"Sometimes they do not material- 


ize?" 


"That happens."

depress the market the broker sold 
short and kept on selling until he 
thought it was down as far as it would 
go. Then he covered. "But not al- 
ways at a profit." said Mr. Content 
with a smile.
